Two other planets have since been discovered. The planet Funo,situated berween 
the orbits of Mars and Jupiter, was discovered September 1, 1804, by Mr.Harding, 
at the observatory of Lilienthal,near Bremen. Its diameter and its mean distance 
are less than those of the other new planets. It is distinguished from all the other 
planets, by the great excentricity of its orbit; and the effect of tliis is so extreme- 
ly sensible, that it passes over that half of its orbit which is bisected by its perihe- 
lion in half the time that it employs in describing the other half which is further 
from the sun. From the observations made, it must have an atmosphere more 
dense than that of any of the old planes of the system. Its annual revolution, 4 
years 128 days ; diameter in English miles 1,425. 

The planet Vesta was discovered March 27, 1807, by Dr.Olbers. From the regu - 
larity observed in the distances of the old planets from the sun, it was supposed a 
planet existed between the orbits of Jupiter and Mars. The discovery of Ceres 
confirmed this happy conjecture ; but the opinion respecting the harmony of the 
solar system appeared to be completely overturned by the additional discovery of 
Pallas and Juno. Dr. Olbers, however, imagined that several more might be dis- 
covered, in opposite regions of the heavens. gud examined till his labours were 
crowned with success.

MARINER’S COMPASS. 

The difficulty and danger of fea voyages from the earlieft ages op- 
erated as a powerful impediment to navigation. It frequently happen- 
ed that a long continued obfcuration of the heavenly bodies, in ftormy 
eather, was attended with deftruction to whole fleets, which were 
driven on fhore, without any poffible means of forefeeing or avoiding| 
the danger. Inthe year 1300 the magnetic power to give polarity to 
metallic bodies was difeovered, and a compafs was conftructed,which, 
at all times, would inftantly refer the pilot to any point or courfe he 
jwithed. 'Phis truly great and wonderful difcovery was made by Goya, 
at Venice. Columbus. in his adventurous voyage of difcovery, firft 
‘perceived the variation of the-compafs : this irregularity in the mag- 
net, tho’ arifing from unknown causes, is found however to be reduci- 
ble to fuch eftablithed rules, as not much to leffen the ufefulnefs of the 
jnftrument. Innumerable difficulties attending navigation vanifhed, 
he fearlefs mariner traverfed oceans, 2 new world was brought to 
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light, it opened new fources of communicatton, intelligence, and im= 
provement, and was a grand epoch to commercial nations. 
ART OF FRINTING. 

The inventor of typography, or printing, was John Guttenburg, of 
Mentz, or, according to others, Laurens Kofter,a Dutchman, about 
the year 14403 the yreatef advantage that ever the commonwealth! 
of learning received. In the year 1772 the pay of a laboring man was. 
but three half pence per pay, when the price of a Bible with com- 
mentary, fairly writter ,was 30/. . So that that valuable book; which 
ean be obtained, by labourers in general, for the price of one day’s 
work, would then have coft them more than thirteen years’ labor, 


GUNPOWDER. 
The inventor of guns was Berthold Swartz, a German, by profef- 
jfion a monk; who being addicted to the ftudy of chemiftry, and com- 
pounding a phyfical medicine of nitre, a {park of fire fell into it, and 
made it fly upward. He afterwards made a compofition of powder, 
and including it in an inftrument of brafs, found it anfwer his inten- 
| tion; and by this accident came the invention of guns, which grew 
‘into ufe about the year 1400 in a fight between the Genoefe and Vene- 
itians ; in which the Veneiians made fuch flanghter among the Geno-; 
efe, that they ftood amazed to find their foldiers kiiled and wounded, 
without the ufe of the ufual weapons, and thought it the work of de- 
#mons; and not of men. Others have attributed the inventionto Ar- 
chimedes, who deftroyed the Roman fleet at the fiege of Syracufe. 


NAVIGATION. 

The firft navigators and builders of fhips were the Phenicians,who 
inhabited near the feafide ; but their invention xterded no farther 
‘than to open veflels ; the Egyptians added decks, and invented gallies 
cf 2 banks of oars ona fide, Ships of burden and flowage were fe 
made by the Cypriots ; fmacks, hoys, cock-boats,and fkiffs, oy the Li- 
burnians; brigantines by the Rhodians, and veflels of war by the Pam-
